Samue’ Wechsler swore to an affidavit sub- 
stantiated by affidevite sworn.te by his 
brothers, that McGrath agreed to fix up a 
letter to catch the blackmailer. McGrath 
agreed to attend to the writing of the letter, 
and after a “ phony’ package of money was 
fixed up went down to the place designated 
in one of the threatening letters. 


Puts Money in Coat. 

A pacKage containing $1,000 in currency, 
left at a designated place, was picked up by 
McGrath after Wechler jeft, while two de- 
tectives from Assistant Chief Schvettler’s 
Office watched him place the money in the 
inside pocket .of his. coat. 

Assistant G@hief Schuettier seid at nighi 
that he had sufficient evidence to justify 4.:m 
in holding McGrath to the police trial board.
